A JAIL SENTENCE— WITH TRIMMINGS 
In sentencing Philip D*Andrea to imprisonment for six months for 
contempt of court, Judge Wilkerson made a statement that should be 
read and remembered by every citizen of Chicago, and particularly by 
every officer, of whatever rank, connected with the enforcement of law 
and the administration of justice. 
The contempt of which D’Andrea—a 
Capone 
bodyguard—was 
guilty was carrying concealed firearms into Judge Wilkerson's court dur­ 
ing Capone’s trial on charges of income-tax evasion. By his attorneys 
D’Andrea was described to the court as a lovable young man, innocent of 
deliberate wrongdoing, and misled by the belief that, as a former bailiff 
of the Municipal court, he had the right to carry deadly weapons. 
Judge Wilkerson drew an entirely different portrait of the de­ 
fendant, whom he identified as a minor member of a predatory gang 
which for years had been at war with the government of the United 
States and with the decent elements of the state and the municipality in 
which it carried on its criminal operations. 
That gang, the judge declared with a candor that must have as­ 
tonished the defendant and his hoodlum associates, had the audacity to 
intimidate witnesses in open court during Capone’s trial and to organize 
fof that trial a “parade of shocking perjury.” D'Andrea, Judge Wilker- 
*on asserted, was more than a bodyguard for Capone; he was a daily 
visitor at the headquarters of the super-gangster and an active partici­ 
pant in the plots and deeds there contrived. 
Seldom does a court, in passing sentence for contempt, denounce 
a d efen d an t so scathingly as Judg Wilkerson, in justifiable indignation, 
d enounced D’Andrea.

MUKDEN, Nov. 5.—The most se­ 
vere fighting which has occurred 
during the Japanese campaign in 
Manchuria was in progress today 
twenty mUes south of Tsitsihar, 
where 5000 Chinese soldiers under 
General Ma Chan-Shan launched 
a desperate attack upon a Japanese 
expeditionary force of less than a 
thousand men. 
Reports reaching Japanese mili­ 
tary headquarters 
here 
indicated 
that heavy casualties had occurred 
on both sides, but the exact num­ 
ber of dead and wounded could not 
be immediately determined. 
Intensive Battle 
A communique issued by General 
Honjo, Japanese commander, said 
that the battle started at two o’clock 
in the afternoon and was continu­ 
ing into the night 
The Japanese detachment was 
sent into Ma chan-Shan’s province 
of Heilungkiang to guard engineers 
making repairs on bridges over the 
Nonni river, including a railroad 
bridge, the destruction of which by 
Chinese had halted traffic between 
Tsitsihar and South Manchuria. 
Defying the Japanese. ]Ma Olmn- 
Shan, who is accused of receiving 
aid from Soviet Russia, sent back 
word that he intended to resist the 
Japanese with all the forces at his 
command and proposed to drive 
them out of Manchuria. 
According to the Japanese com­ 
munique, the Nonni bridge expedi­ 
tion reached the river, and im­ 
mediately began a survey to deter­ 
mine the extent of the damage. 
Bridges Damaged 
Ferries were employed to send the 
Japanese engineers across the river, 
and there they discovered the main

Stress Importance 
It is believed that Wednesday’s

All of the speakers stressed the 
vital importance of the completion 
of the project to the economic wel­ 
fare of the communities along the 
three rivers.

Each lock would have a 
lift varying from ten to twenty-two 
feet.

The new Pymatuning 
dam would be utilized to control the 
water supply on the Shenango river, 
he said.

LOOKING BACK 


IN NEW CASTLE 


The affairs of St. Mary’s parish 
went on in a prosperous manner 
fpom the advent of Father Hayes in 
1871 until the panic of 1873 affected 
the iron industries of New Oastle 
and many of the employes of the 
great works here were forced to seek 
employment elsewhere. This threw' 
many unexpected burdens on the 
members of St. Mary’s parisn but 
under the wise 
guidance 
of 
its 
priest, the parish weathered the 
storm. 
Father Hayes wfas succeed­ 
ed February 8, 1879, by Father Jo­ 
seph Gallagher, who served well and 
faithfully until his death August 
11, 1906. On October 31, 1907, Rev. 
Florence F. O’Shea was appointed 
as rector of St. Mary’s and took 
charge November 15 of the same 
year. 
The first Catholic school in 
New Castl^ was opened by the sis­ 
ters from the Sisters of Mary or­ 
phan school near New Bedford in 
the frame church in West New Cas­ 
tle about 1871. In 1876 the present 
school building was erected. 
Dur­ 
ing 1907, Father O’Shea built acoi­ 
tions to the schol building, which 
was necessitatedvby the large num­ 
ber of students enrolled, who num­ 
bered 475. The school then as now 
was under the supervision of the 
Sisters of St. Joseph. It will be re­ 
membered that during the last part 
of thp pastorate of Rev. Fr. O’Shea, 
which came to a close in recent 
years, when he went to St, Peter’s 
church, Pittsburgh, as pastor there, 
that the present magnificent church 
was constructed. Rev. Fr. P. J. Mc­ 
Kenna is the present pastor of the 
parish, which is one fo the largest 
and most influential in this section 
of the state.

Wovid Cut Payrolls 
On Septem ber 30, 1921, the total 
num ber o', state employes was 4032 
end they received S7.499.777 a year 
in salaries. Now the 9694 on the 
public payroll draw $17.410,133, The 
is694 employes listed are estim ated at 
only one fourth the total being paid 
from state funds and do not include 


legislative or judical officers and 
employes or the 7000 workers a t var­ 
ious state institutions. The total of 
persons who are paid from public 
funds now exceeds 36,000. The m aga­ 
zine confined its study to the em ­ 
ployes of the executive branch of 
the governm ent because prim* 
to 
1929 workers at state 
institutions 
were paid directly rath er than from 
the treasury. 
As sixty percent of all tax funds 
go to the support 
of 
the 
public 
schools the m agazine devotes m uch 
of its study to the increased cost of 
the departm ent of public instruc­

THE HIGH SCHOOL 
LIBRARY 
By HELEN R. WESTLAKE 
Objectives 
“He ate and drank the precious 
words, 
His spirit grew robust; 
He knew no more th a t he was poor, 
Nor th a t his fram e was dust; 


He danced along the dingy days, 
And this bequest of wings 
Was but a book. W hat Liberty 
A Loosened spirit brings!” 
From A Book, by Emily Dickinson. 
Not infrequently a high school li­ 
brarian sees the spirit of these 
words exemplified in the lives of the 
pupils who h au n t the library: in the 
pale-faced boy who loses himself in 
The W onder Book of Old Rom ance 
or in Howard Pyle’s Robin Hood, 
or in 
the red-cheeked girl who 
dream s indeed Through Magic Case­ 
m ents. This is to say th a t the prin ­ 
cipal objective of a high school li­ 
brary is to give service, and th at 
its greatest service is not merely the 
training of pupils in the use of 
b o o k s 
and 
libraries, 
im portant 
though this training be, but th at its 
finest function is to aid in the form ­ 
ing of a perm anent literary exper­ 
ience in the life of the pupil. 
In telligent, discrim inating read­ 
ing has always been a factor of 
great im portance in education. 
As 


it often is of value to the student 
to browse a t will and to choose his 
own books, it is, therefore, all thè 
more im portant th a t only the best 
shall be offered for his choice. This 
is the first consideration in the 
choice of th e book collection. A 
second consideration is the need 
th a t the school library correlate 
closely with the curriculum . The 
library m ust be sensitive to new 
needs in building up its book col­ 
lection, and yet m ust rem em ber also 
th a t the books are principally for 
the enrichm ent of the lives of the 
pupils. 
In addition to fostering the read­ 
ing tastes of the individual child, 
the high school library should be a 
unifying agency, as it has the op­ 
portunity of coining in touch with 
all the pupils and all the teachers. 
It is an integral p a rt of the school 
and its service has m any phases, 
reaching out to give w hat is needed 
to each departm ent. I t should adapt 
Itself to th e peculiar needs of the 
school, keeping always in m ind its 
two im portant functions: guidance 
in the leisure reading of the pupils, 
and pupil-training in the use of 
books and libraries. 
Special objectives in pupil-train­ 
ing in the high school m ay be 
summed up thus: 
1. Acquisition of inform ation— 
a. Tos^nrich the subject m atter 
ta u g h t 
b. To

Agree With Dr. MyerS 
On Corporal Punishment 


Psychologist Says He Is Introduced To Audiences As 
v “ The Man Who Believes In The Old- 
Fashioned Spank”

Readers ot this column well know 
that I have constantly advocated 
training children in adequate re­ 
straints, beginning at an early age. 
They know that I not only approve 
of some spanking in the early years 
of the child, but deliberately advo­ 
cate it with the child under three or 
four, particularly when he begins lo­ 
comotion, in order to train him in 
certain essential safety habits, care 
of property and respect for others 
rights. 
I have even said in this column 
that I believe the major cause of in­ 
creasing crime is in the absence of 
restrain as of young children, typi- 
ally in the homes of the intelligent­ 
zia and, iurthermore. that I believe 
those most responsible for this atti­ 
tude of letting children do as they 
please can be laid at the door of 
a number of popular writers w ho for 
years have been teaching such doc-

trine. I have taken the pains to say 
also that I believe such writers have 
been 
wholly 
conscientious 
about 
their teaching. Not their motives 
but their judgement is to be con­ 
demned. 
* 
* 
* 
The director of one of the oldest 
and most vigorous associations for 
studying children personally ex­ 
pressed to me, a few years ago, lier 
grief and dismay, after she had read 
some of my statements concerning 
the desirability of teaching little 
children some inhibitions even by 
means of physical pain if necessary. 
“You have begun,” she said, “to tear 
down all the good work at teaching 
scientific' child training we 
h&ve 
been doing aU these years." Her 
remarks were consistent with tier 
writings for in one of her books she 
was clearly stated 
that 
corporal 
punishment of children at any age 
never can be justified under any 
conditions. She 
has 
convictions 
about the matter! so have I. 
Another writer who for years has 


been writing to parents, has been 
saying to his many readers about 
once a week that any parent giving 
a child physical pain is a brute, or 
words to that effect. He has been 
saying this less frequently the past 
few years. 
But, believe it or not, a group of 
experts writing for the children's 
bureau, have just come out with a 
pamphlet entitled “The Child From 
One to Six” in which they admit 
the desirability of some physical 
pain as punishment for young chil­ 
dren. They literally advocate cor­ 
poral punishment. To quote: “Phys­ 
ical punishment such as slapping 
and spanking should be useSbrarely 
and never in anger. It is most ap­ 
propriate when a child has done 
something the repetition of which 
will endanger his life, such as run­ 
ning out into the street, or playing 
with matches. The punishment for 
such misdeeds should be prompt. . , 
Corporal punishment is rarely jus­ 
tified.” (P. 105)

The couple 
were smiling and happy, apparently 
n the best of health, and despite 
the sort of stone age existence, neat 
and clean. 
Jeager explained he had been a 
Printer since he was 14. but lost his 
job last winter. When he sought 
work was told ihvariably that he was 
“too old.” At last the couple gather­ 
ed together their few belongigs, gave 
up their furnished room and took 
up housekeeping in the woods, where 
they subsisted on food—mostly can­ 
ned goods—and coffee that Jaeger 
managed to beg from stores and 
housewives or to earn doing odd jobs 
Mrs. Jeager, in a pair of old car­ 
pet slippers, superintended the cook­ 
ing over a small camp fire. 
But now. thanks to police, they 
have a honfe—in the polo stables of 
the One Hundred and Fifth artillery 
in Van Cortland’s Park where they 
have a blacksmith’s forge for a stove 
and nice, thick, police department 
horse blankets for bedding.

This document, of which Pravda 
claims to have information, was re­ 
garded as of the most confidential 
nature, the communist organ de­ 
clares.

The communist newspaper terms 
events in Manchuria as “another 
chapter in the black book of im­ 
perialistic conquest and the intro­ 
duction of a new era of slaughter.” 
Pravda charges that Japan lor a 
long time has. contemplated the 
seizure of Manchuria and then pro­ 
ceeds with allegations of the exist­ 
ence of the Tanaka document.

In the thirty-three cities studied, 
boards of school directors play a 
large part to the administration of 
ffiaygrounds. 
In twenty-one dties, 
the school authcrlties were respon­ 
sible for the playgrounds, Tl» re­ 
maining cities Indicate that two 
place the respcsMlbillty to the city 
council, two in municipal depart­ 
ments, two to city recreatiton dc- 
pMurtments, two in jtont boards and 
cme each to an industrial concern 
and to the local welfare association. 
Two of the cities reported no play­ 
grounds. 
Twenty-six cities reported that 
there is no supervised play on the 
playgrounds after school hours. In 
seven cities, such 
supervision 
is 
available. 
Eleven cities reported 
that teachers are employed for sum­ 
mer work on the playground*.

ciers to prepare themselves for dom­ 
inance in international finance, Pro­ 
fessor E. W. Kammerer, of Princeton 
University, an outstanding authority 
on monetary problems, declared here 
today th at New York is now being 
offered the position of world's money 
m arket center so long held by Lon­ 
don. 
Professor Kemmerer, a “doctor of 
sick currencies,” and financial ad­ 
visor to twelve foreign governments, 
clearly outlined Americas position 
in world finance in a stirring ad­ 
dress before th ^ Advertising club of 
New York. 
His speech was broad­ 
cast over a nationwide hookup. 
No Abandonment Here. 
There is not a remote possibility 
of the abandonment of the gold 
standard by the United States, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Kemmerer, who said 
that the “fears of a possible break­ 
down of the American gold standard 
have no justification whatever in the 
cold facts of the situation. 
All of 
our paper money is at a par with 
gold and Uncle Sam guarantees 
every dollar of it.” 
G reat Britain’s sudden suspen 
sion of gold payments was a shock 
that Mil take a long time to over 
come,” said Professor Kemmerer. 


will deprive London for a long time, 
if not permanently, of her premier 
position as the world’s money m ar­ 
ket center. 
Offered To New York. 
“This position is now offered to 
New York. 
The United States have a well- 
organized banking system. 
In re­ 
cent years we have been engaging 
in the field of international finance. 
We have many 
men, 
particularly 
young men of training and experi­ 
ence, in this field. 
“The all-im portant question is: 
Have our bankers enough of know­ 
ledge 
of 
international 
finance, 
enough experience, enough vision 
and financial leadership to take the 
position that London is now* pass­ 
ing to us? 
It is our opportunity 
and our responsibility. 
Denies Grasping. 
Dr. Kemmerer denied th at the 
United States had been grasping for 
the gold supplies of the w&ld. Most 
of the gold importation of the post­ 
war period, he said, was thrust upon 
us for safe-keeping by those who be­ 
lieved it was safest in our care. He 
urged a greater degree of confid­ 
ence on the part of Americans gen­ 
erally toward their banks and point­ 
ed out the evils of the hoarding of 
either gold or bank-notes. 
Professor Kemmerer sounded a 
plea for the fuller use of our bank­ 
ing facilities. 
* “Much of our gold is still com­ 
paratively idle, but it will be put to 
work when people abroad and peo­ 
ple at home come to believe it can 
be put to work safely and profit­ 
ably. 
I can imagine few things 
more foolish than for anyone to 
hoard gold in a country with such a 
large supply as the United States 
and with such a strong credit posi­ 
tion. The hoarding of paper money 
in the United States is likewise 
foolish.” 
Severe Losses. 
Discussing the recent suspensión 
of gold payments in Great Britain, 
Professor Kemmerer 
pointed out 
that that country had five years 
previously returned to the gold basis 
“by a long and painful process of 


deflation, through which the value ■ 
of the pound was raised about 51 
per cent.” 
“Whatever gains Great Britain 
may realize from the suspension of 
gold payments,” he declared, “will 
be of temporary character and will 
be bought at the expense of some 
very severe losses.” 
Loss of prestige and leadership in 
the field of international finance, 
said Dr. Kemmerer, is perhaps the 
most serious price England will pay 
for the temporary advantages she 
may gain from having given up the 
gold standard.
